The  essential  personal  and  religious  qualities? 
Humility. .  .selflessness. .  .teacher. .  .friend. 


On  December  13  th  my  Rabbinical 
School  classmates  and  I  will 
receive  honorary  doctoral  degrees 
from  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  in  recognition  of  our  years  of  service.* 

While  it  is  a  time  to  celebrate,  and  I  am  looking 
forward  to  reuniting  with  lifelong  friends  with 
whom  I  am  in  regular  or  intermittent  contact, 
it  is,  more  importantly,  a  time  for  gratitude  and 
reflection. 

Gratitude  goes  firstly  to  the  Seminary  for 
providing  me  with  the  tools  and  a  context  in 
which  to  pursue  my  studies.  Just  as  important 
as  the  classroom  was  to  our  education,  the  interactions  that  took 
place  among  students;  and  among  students  and  faculty  in  the 
cafeteria,  in  the  hallways,  and  before,  during  and  after  services, 
were  indispensable  to  the  creation  of  a  dynamic  and  inspiring 
atmosphere.  Secondly,  my  family’s  love,  and  their  support  and 
understanding  of  my  dedication  to  my  “calling”  cannot  be  conveyed 
adequately. 

But  above  all,  notification  of  the  conferral  of  this  degree,  had 
engendered  a  reflective  mood:  what  are  the  essential  personal  and 


religious  qualities  that  I  have  always  tried  to 
convey?  Without  consciously  trying  to  be  a  role 
model,  I  hope  that  I  have  been  a  role  model,  and 
will  continue  to  be  one. 

I  also  look  to  the  words  that  the  Torah 
uses  to  describe  Moses.  (Full  disclosure:  once, 
posthumously,  he  is  called  a  prophet).  He  is 
referred  to  as  “ha’ish” — “the  man" — a  plain, 
ordinary  man,  or  as  an  “’eved” — “ a  servant" . 
Both  nouns  convey  a  sense  of  humility  and 
selflessness.  Centuries  later  our  tradition 
would  bestow  upon  Moses  another  word — a 
title:  “rabbeinu” — “our  teacher." 

My  first  Sukkot  here  I  was  struck  by  the  beauty  of  the 
blue-green  Parochet  (Ark  Curtain)  that  was  commissioned  in 
memory  of  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg;  it  is  breathtaking.  But 
the  words  embroidered  on  it  describing  him  are  even  more 
significant:  the  Congregation  regarded  him  as  “our  teacher 
and  our  friend." 

I  hope  that  in  my  desire  to  live  as  a  role  model,  I  have 
lived  up  to  the  standards  of  these  two  role  models.

We  promise  to  represent 
you  well. 

Through  the  Israel  Fund  established  in  2003 
for  our  first  trip  and  through  the  money  collected  at  the  Book 
Fair  and  on  Mitzvah  Sunday,  we  will  be  able  to  give  a  gift  where 
appropriate  in  the  name  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  We  will  be 
taking  with  us  the  final  page  of  our  125  th  anniversary  Torah.  We 
will  complete  the  last  letters  in  Israel  and  bring  it  home  with  us  in 
time  for  the  Torah's  dedication  in  January.  As  a  Synagogue,  whose 
priorities  are  a  commitment  to  community,  Israel  and  Torah,  this 
should  be  a  profound  experience. 

The  trip  to  Israel  has  required  almost  two  years  ol  planning. 

I  wish  to  thank  Rachel  Lustbader,  the  Recruitment  Chair,  and 
Paul  Corwin,  who  have  spent  countless  hours  in  making  sure  each 
congregant  has  the  trip  of  a  lifetime.  I  am  also  extremely  grateful 


to  Sarah  Gribetz  and  Beryl  Chernov  for  their  hard 
work  and  devotion  to  ensure  the  trip's  success. 

I  also  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  last 
weekend  in  January  (January  25th  and  January 
26th)  to  reserve  in  your  calendars  to  be  present 
at  a  most  special  weekend  in  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue's  125  year  history. 

We  will  be  addressed  by  Rabbi  David  Ellenson, 
the  President  of  Hebrew  Union  College,  by  our 
own  Arnold  Eisen,  Chancellor  of  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  and  by  Rabbi  Michael 
Paley,  Scholar  in  Residence  and  the  Director  of  the 
Jewish  Resource  Center  of  the  UJA-Federation  of  New  York.  They 
will  be  speaking  on  the  "Synagogue  of  the  21st  Century." 

We  will  also  have  present  at  our  services  and  throughout  the 
weekend,  Craig  Taubman  and  his  band.  He  is  considered  one  of 
the  top  musicians  of  Israeli  and  Jewish  music  in  the  country.  The 
weekend  also  includes  on  Saturday  night  the  dedication  of  our 
125th  anniversary  Torah.  I  know  that  I  have  only  been  present  one 
other  time  in  my  life  for  the  dedication  of  a  Torah.  I  was  a  child 
and  still  remember  what  that  moment  was  like.  I  can't  wait  to  share 
this  experience  with  all  of  you. 

I  hope  you  all  celebrate  a  joyous  Hanukkah  and  I  look  forward 
to  seeing  you  in  the  weeks  to  come  on  these  momentous  occasions.

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Hanukkah  Begins 
Tuesday,  December  4  24  Kislev 


Hanukkah  celebrates  the  victory 
of  the  Maccabees  over  the  army 
of  the  Syrians  in  the  fourth 
century  B.C.E.,  after  which 
the  Temple  was  rededicated.  According  to 
Talmudic  legend,  when  the  Maccabees 
entered  the  Temple  only  enough  oil  for  one 
day  remained — yet  the  flame  of  the  meno- 
rah  continued  to  burn  for  eight  days,  until 
new  pure  oil  could  be  prepared.  And  so  the 
rabbis  decreed  that  the  holiday  would  be 
observed  by  kindling  lights  for  eight  days. 

The  Hanukkah  menorah,  called  a 
banukkiyah,  has  nine  candle  holders — one 
for  the  candle  for  each  night  of  Hanukkah; 
and  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash,  usually 
higher  than  the  others,  for  lighting  the 
other  candles.  The  candles  are  placed  in  the 
banukkiyah  from  right  to  left.  The  shamash 
is  lit  first  and  then  is  used  to  light  the  other 
candles.  On  the  first  night,  we  light  one 
candle,  and  then  each  succeeding  night,  one 
additional  candle;  the  newest  one  first,  from 
left  to  right.

This  very  special  exhibition  includes  a  timeline  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  history,  juxtaposing  P.A.S.  milestones  with  contemporary 
events  in  Jewish  history,  as  well  as  significant  events  in  NYC, 
American,  and  world  history.  The  exhibit  cases  feature  significant 
artifacts  from  the  P.A.S.  Archives  collection.  The  Exhibition 
Committee,  chaired  by  Jean  Bloch  Rosensaft,  working  closely  with 
Archives  Co-Chairs  Laurie  Harris  and  Marcia  Stone,  has  been 
collecting  and  organizing  this  material  for  over  a  year.  The  show 
begins  with  the  history  of  the  founding  congregations,  and  then 
surveys  the  decades  from  the  1920s  through  the  125th  Anniversary 


year.  The  display  of  documents,  photographs,  and  artifacts 
illuminates  the  sequential  development  of  the  synagogue's  three 
structures  and  the  role  of  contemporary  art  commissions  for  the 
Adolph  Gottlieb  stained  glass  windows  and  Nathan  Rapoport  facade 
sculptures.  The  exhibition  highlights  the  generations  of  clergy  who 
have  led  our  synagogue  with  commitment  and  vision  and  their 
distinguished  contributions  to  P.A.S.,  the  Jewish  community,  and 
world  history.  It  features  the  special  role  that  P.A.S.  has  played 
in  the  renaissance  of  Jewish  music  through  the  commissioning  of 
liturgical  music  from  the  1940s  to  the  present  day.

ZIONISM  AND  AMERICAN  JEWRY 
Jews  in  America  during  the  nineteenth 
century  felt  that  opportunities  were  open  to 
them,  while  Europe  remained  rife  with  anti- 
Semitism.  Therefore,  there  was  at  first  little 
American  support  for  the  Zionist  move¬ 
ment  to  establish  a  modern  Jewish  state  in 
Palestine,  except  among  the  Conservative 
movement.  The  first  Zionist  Congress  met 
in  Basel,  Switzerland  in  1897,  and  by  1905, 
Solomon  Schechter,  Chancellor  of  the  Jew¬ 
ish  Theological  Seminary,  had  thrown  the 
support  ol  American  Conservative  Jewry 
into  the  Zionist  camp.  Subsequently,  United 
Synagogue  of  America,  the  synagogue  arm 
ol  the  Conservative  movement,  endorsed 
Palestine  as  a  Jewish  homeland  and  the  em¬ 
bodiment  of  the  religious  ideals  of  Judaism. 

SUPPORT  FOR  PALESTINE 
The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  of  the  1 920s 
called  itself  Conservative  Reform.  Although 
affiliated  with  the  Reform  Union  of  Hebrew 
Congregations,  P.A.S.  followed  its  clergy’s 
leadership  concerning  many  matters,  includ¬ 
ing  support  lor  Palestine.  P.A.S.  clergy  felt 
that  Zionism  was  compatible  with  Ameri¬ 
can  values  of  freedom  of  self-determination. 
Synagogue  programs  were  held  to  develop 
awareness  of  the  successes  ol  the  Jewish 
settlements.  Art,  music,  and  other  cultural 
activities  arising  from  Palestine  created  a 
new  identity  to  keep  American  Jews  invested 
in  the  fate  ol  fellow  Jews. 

MILTON  STEINBERG  LINKS  ZIONISM  WITH 
AMERICAN  VALUES 

Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg,  an  advocate  of 
Mordecai  Kaplan’s  view  of  Judaism  as  a 
civilization,  was  an  unabashed  Zionist.  He 
spent  part  of  his  1929  honeymoon  at  the 
sixteenth  Zionist  Congress  in  Basel,  and 
another  part  in  Israel.  According  to  Simon 
Noveck  in  his  book  “Milton  Steinberg: 
Portrait  of  a  Rabbi,”  which  is  quoted  in  this 
article,  “Steinberg’s  approach  was  religious- 
cultural  rather  than  political,  consistent  with 


the  American  emphasis  on  free  immigration, 
the  value  of  the  movement  for  Jewish  mo¬ 
rale,  and  cultural  autonomy  for  all  peoples 
sharing  the  land.  But  he  was  willing  to  see 
that  political  realities  might  make  a  state  an 
unalterable  consequence.” 

Milton  Steinberg  immediately  began  to 
implement  his  goal  to  reconnect  Jews  with 
their  culture,  community  and  Zionism,  with 
programs  and  sermons  about  Jewish  history, 
religion,  and  current  Jewish  problems.  He¬ 
brew,  included  in  the  earliest  Adult  Educa¬ 
tion  course  offerings,  was  very  popular.  A 
1939  eight-session  series  included  lectures 
on  anti-Semitism,  Zionism,  conditions  of 
European  Jewry  under  Nazism,  Reconstruc¬ 
tionism,  current  philosophies  of  Judaism, 
and  the  structure  of  Jewish  life  in  America. 

During  that  period,  other  synagogue 
programming  reflected  growing  Zionist 
connections.  Youth  groups  held  benefits  for 
Youth  Aliyah.  A  Friday  evening  service  in 
1941  featured  the  head  of  the  Department 
of  Youth  and  Education  of  the  Zionist  Or¬ 
ganization  of  America  on  “the  new  Jewish 
types  emerging  as  a  result  ol  the  return  to 
the  soil  and  the  handicrafts  of  Eretz  Yisrael.” 

THE  GROWING  PROBLEMS  OF  EUROPEAN  JEWRY 
As  the  situation  in  Europe  became  more 
desperate,  Rabbi  Steinberg  and  the  congre¬ 
gation  grappled  with  the  unfolding  human 
drama  and  initiated  some  limited  efforts 
to  help  European  Jewry.  The  High  Holy 
Day  sermons  announced  in  the  1938  Bul¬ 
letin  highlighted  their  trepidations.  “This 
is  perhaps  the  most  fearful  New  Year  in 
the  memory  of  living  man.  The  shadows 
ol  doubt  and  contusion  as  to  the  future  ol 
Israel  and  humanity  will  be  heavy  upon  us. 
Rabbi  Steinberg  has  planned  holiday 
sermons  of  the  four  most  painful  issues  that 
weigh  on  us.” 

Our  Inconstant  Hearts:  Treating  with  the 
mood  of  despair  so  general  today  and  with  the 
techniques  for  transcending  it. 


To  the  Old  Altars:  Treating  with  the  corrup¬ 
tion  of  our  essential  institutions,  such  as  the 
State  and  the  Church  and  with  the  question 
as  to  how  they  can  again  be  turned  to  the 
enhancement  of  life. 

Has  civilization  failed?  Concerned  with  the 
apprehension  so  widely  felt  that  all  man’s  clas¬ 
sic  ideals  are  but  delusion  and  a  striving  afier 
wind. 

The  regeneration  of  the  heart:  Dedicated  to 
the  most  essential,  yet  most  neglected  instru¬ 
ment  for  attaining  salvation,  individual  and 
social,  the  heart  of  man.  In  sequence,  our 
pulpit  will  treat  the  focal  points  of  the  contem¬ 
porary  crisis,  seeking  understanding,  courage, 
and  hope  for  the  New  Year.  ” 

On  the  Adult  Education  Shabbat  after 
Kristallnacht,  Milton  Steinberg  spoke  on  the 
prevalent  “Cult  of  Violence.  ”  He  revealed 
his  dark  side,  finding  that  “the  new  religion 
ol  the  world  is  a  religion  of  violence”  that 
has  found  its  expression  in  political  life,  in 
the  arts,  and  even  in  contemporary  dance. 

In  another  sermon,  he  called  upon  religious¬ 
ly-minded  Americans  to  devote  their  ener¬ 
gies  to  “removing  from  American  society  the 
very  manifestations  which  in  violent  form 
were  ravaging  Europe.” 

During  the  1930s,  Milton  Steinberg 
closely  followed  the  deteriorating  envi¬ 
ronment  of  European  Jewry  and  shared 
information  and  unflinching  criticism  of 
the  Nazis’  anti-Semitic  actions.  He  provided 
spiritual  guidance  to  help  congregants  cope 
with  their  distress.  But,  when  Hitler  invaded 
Austria  in  March  ol  1938,  Noveck  reports 
that  Steinberg  not  only  spoke  of  the  need 
for  goodwill,  but  also  “devoted  himself  to 
the  problem  of  the  refugees  from  Central 
Europe.  Because  of  the  German  background 
of  many  of  the  congregation,  requests  lor  af¬ 
fidavits  flooded  his  desk.  By  February  1939, 
the  requests  were  so  numerous  that  selection 
was  a  painful  necessity,  and  he  knew  the 
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destinies  of  human  beings  and  possibly  their 
lives  were  at  stake.” 

At  this  time  Rabbi  Steinberg  convinced 
the  Board  to  invite  two  German  rabbis  to 
come  to  U.S.  as  his  assistants  at  modest 
salaries.  One  died,  but  Rabbi  Erwin  Zimet 
made  it.  Rabbi  Steinberg  was  also  able  to 
get  papers  for  his  fiancee,  and  they  married 
at  P.A.S. 

WARTIME  EFFORTS 

Upon  the  bombing  of  Pearl  Harbor,  the 
life  of  the  synagogue  was  more  directly 
impacted.  Rabbi  Steinberg  called  the  fight 
“a  holy  war,  not  only  against  an  immedi¬ 
ate  enemy  but  for  the  achievement  of  that 
era  of  universal  peace  which  the  prophets 
of  Israel  first  proclaimed  to  mankind.  He 
pledged  his  unwavering  loyalty  and  the  full¬ 
est  dedication  of  the  synagogue  to  the  war 
effort.”  In  fact,  the  synagogue  “soon  took 
on  the  complexion  of  a  defense  center,  with 
first-aid  classes,  sewing  groups,  and  bond 
drives.”  “The  war  is  touching  us  one  way  or 
another — in  a  great  absorption  with  defense 
enterprises,  in  a  succession  of  weddings,  sol¬ 
diers  on  furloughs,  or  young  men  who  have 
been  called  to  the  colors,”  Milton  Steinberg 
wrote.  Much  energy  was  devoted  to  main¬ 
taining  the  promise  of  the  institution  under 
difficult  circumstances. 

The  1940s  found  Milton  Steinberg 
increasingly  recognizing  the  potential  of 
Palestine  as  a  refuge  for  the  oppressed  Jews 
of  Europe,  and  of  the  new  responsibilities 
falling  on  the  shoulders  of  American  Jews, 
as  leaders  of  world  Jewry.  “In  1941-1942 
he  was  recruited  to  co-chair  a  committee 
to  enlist  the  Christian  clergy. . .committed 
to  work  for  the  establishment  of  a  Jewish 
commonwealth.”  News  of  Hitler’s  policy  of 
total  extermination  became  public  knowl¬ 
edge  late  in  1 942.  A  day  of  mourning  was 
proclaimed  for  the  Jewish  community,  and 
a  delegation  of  representatives  of  leading 
Jewish  organizations  called  on  President 
Roosevelt  with  a  plea  for  action,  but  got  no 


significant  response.  Nor  did  a  “Stop  Hitler 
Now”  rally  at  Madison  Square  Garden  have 
any  great  impact.  After  a  day  of  protest  by 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  also  got 
the  cold  shoulder,  Steinberg  realized  that 
“the  only  hope  for  saving  the  Jews  of  Europe 
was  to  get  them  to  Palestine.” 

Achieving  support  for  the  Zionist  cause 
presented  challenges  inside  the  congrega¬ 
tion,  so  Rabbi  Steinberg  moved  slowly. 

Board  minutes  reveal  that  in  1938  he  was 
granted  permission  to  use  the  synagogue 


facilities  for  a  Yorkville  Branch  of  the  Zion¬ 
ist  Organization  of  America.  This  involved 
“breaking  precedent  by  soliciting  in  the 
Synagogue  bulletin,  'The  Scroll,'  on  behalf 
of  an  organization  outside  the  Park  Av¬ 
enue  Synagogue” — for  membership  in  the 
Yorkville  Branch  of  the  ZOA,  to  help  reach 
the  national  goal  of  130,000  members. 

Five  years  later,  Noveck  claimed 
that  Steinberg  was  prodded  to  deliver 
a  synagogue-wide  commitment  that  he 
knew  would  not  readily  be  supported  by 
the  Board  due  to  the  “non-Zionism  and 
anti-Zionism  (sentiments)  endemic  among 
the  older  German  and  Alsatian  elements  in 
our  membership.”  Noveck  included  Rabbi 


Steinberg’s  letter  to  the  Board  stating,  “The 
only  chance  for  European  Jewry  is  Pales¬ 
tine.  The  only  chance  of  opening  the  doors 
of  Palestine  lies  in  a  great  mobilization  of 
all  Jewish  energies  behind  the  established 
agencies. .  .We  (P.A.S.)  have  an  inescapable 
moral  obligation  to  throw  the  weight  of  our 
synagogue  behind  an  open  door  policy.” 

The  Board  minutes  of  May  1943  indi¬ 
cate  success:  “...  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 
recognizing  the  importance  of  Palestine  as 
contributing  to  a  solution  of  the  problem 
of  Jewish  homelessness  in  Europe,  and  as  a 
fountainhead  of  Jewish  cultural  values  en¬ 
dorses  the  Zionist  program  in  principle,  and 
enrolls  its  membership  in  the  Zionist  Orga¬ 
nization  of  America,  undertaking  to  bill  the 
membership  of  P.A.S.  for  their  annual  dues 
in  the  ZOA  with  the  reservations: 

a)  “That  each  member  of  P.A.S.  shall  by 
simple  written  declaration  to  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  congregation  have  the 
right  to  abstain  from  participation 

in  the  ZOA  should  his  conscience  so 
dictate  and  that  all  members  of  P.A.S. 
should  be  apprised  of  that.” 

b)  “That  the  membership  in  the  con¬ 
gregation  shall  in  no  way  be  affected 
by  failure  of  any  member  to  pay  such 
Zionist  dues.” 

Finally,  in  November,  it  was  passed  at  a 
congregational  meeting,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Board  Bernard  Botein  sent  a  letter  to 
congregants  that  “unless  you  have  scruples 
of  conscience  that  run  to  the  contrary,  it  is 
a  moral  duty  to  enroll.” 

THE  PROBLEM  OF  THE  REFUGEES 
Before  the  world  uncovered  the  terrible 
truth  of  the  death  tolls  exacted  by  the  Ger¬ 
mans,  Rabbi  Steinberg  delivered  a  sermon 
that  concretized  the  horrors  they  perpetrat¬ 
ed.

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Say  Shalom  to  our  New  Hebrew  Curriculum

I  have  often  said  that  my  door  is  always  open  to  parents  to 
come  in  and  share  their  thoughts  and  concerns  regarding 
their  children’s  education.  I  am  willing  to  hear  suggestions 
and  take  necessary  action  if  necessary.  Last  year,  some 
parents  approached  me  regarding  our  Hebrew  curriculum.  They 
expressed  an  interest  in  putting  more  of  an  emphasis  on  Ivrit  in  the 
school,  and  were  hoping  to  see  some  changes  in  our  curriculum  to 
reflect  this. 

This  confirmed  my  own  feelings  about  putting  more  of  a  focus 
on  Hebrew.  I  had  been  reluctant  to  make  major  changes  at  P.A.S. 
my  first  year;  being  new  I  felt  I  still  needed  to  get  more  familiar  with 
the  Religious  School’s  runnings  before  implementing  changes.  But 
now  I  felt  the  time  was  right,  and  the  parents’  thoughts  confirmed 
this  further.  Hebrew  is  such  an  integral  part  of  Jewish  life, 
connecting  us  to  our  Bible,  our  prayers,  and  our  brothers  and  sisters 
in  the  State  of  Israel.  If  a  child  attends  religious  school  for  several 
years  and  is  still  in  need  of  tutoring  for  his/her  bar/bat  mitzvah  or 
isn’t  capable  of  conversing  in  simple  Hebrew,  we  are  not  doing  our 
job  properly! 

I  would  like  to  introduce  you  to  our  new  Hebrew  program  here 
at  P.A.S.  It  includes  some  new  textbooks  and  educational  materials, 
as  well  as  more  time  devoted  in  the  classroom  to  all  aspects  of 
Hebrew  study.  I  believe  this  is  a  positive  change  for  our  school,  and 
one  that  will  enhance  the  educational  experience  of  every  child  here. 
I  am  including  below  a  brief  description  of  each  grade’s  Hebrew 
curriculum: 

Gan  students  begin  their  journey  of  Jewish  education  using  the 
"Building  Jewish  Life  (BJL) — Beginnings”  curriculum  from  Torah 
Aura  Productions.  Through  the  colorful  and  exciting  folders  that 
are  the  foundation  of  the  curriculum,  the  children  are  introduced  to 
the  celebratory  aspects  of  home,  family,  synagogue  and  community. 
The  curriculum  matches  each  of  these  celebrations  to  a  Hebrew 
letter  via  a  key  word. 

A/e/students  use  “Now  I  Know  My  Alef-Bet”,  a  Hebrew 
reading-readiness  program  designed  specifically  for  first  graders.  It 
introduces  the  Hebrew  Alef-Bet  through  a  set  of  twenty-two  lessons. 

Act  students  embark  on  the  exciting  journey  to  formal  Hebrew 
literacy  using  the  “Ot  la-Baot” primer  and  student  workbook.  This 
curriculum  uses  simple  oral  language  to  facilitate  reading;  has  a 


major  siddur  (prayer  book)  component;  connects  Hebrew  to  the 
State  of  Israel;  and  empowers  parents  to  become  partners  in  learning 
Hebrew  with  their  children.  There  is  an  Ot  la-Baot  web  page  for 
parents  on  the  Torah  Aura  website  (www.torahaura.com). 

Gimel students  are  ready  to  begin  learning  modern  Hebrew  using 
“Shalom  Ivrit”  (V ol.l)  published  by  Behrman  House.  This  is  also  the 
year  that  students  learn  to  write  in  Hebrew  script  with  the  aid  of  the 
“Derekh  Binah”  Script  Writing  Workbook. 

Hebrew  language  study  continues  in  Daled  using  “Shalom  Ivrit” 
Vol.  2  and  “ Derekh  Binah.  ” 

The  Hay  grade  is  a  transitional  year  as  students  take  on  some 
“middle  school”  status  and  follow  a  curriculum  which  begins 
to  directly  prepare  them  for  Bar  and  Bat  Mitzvah.  Students  are 
divided  into  sections  based  on  their  language  study  needs.  Some 
students  spend  most  of  their  Hebrew  language  class  time  gaining 
comprehension  and  communication  skills  in  modern  Hebrew, 
while  others  spend  more  time  practicing  basic  reading  skills.  We  use 
“Ivrit  Esreh”  (Tel  Aviv  University  Press),  a  text  designed  specifically 
for  teaching  basic,  communicative  Hebrew  to  pre-teens  and 
adolescents,  for  modern  Hebrew  instruction.  Ail  groups  master  the 
reading  of  several  specific  prayers  and  blessings  in  order  to  be  ready 
for  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  preparation  with  the  Cantors.  All  Hay  students 
take  a  weekly  Torah  cantillation  class,  which  introduces  them  to 
the  trope  system  and  creative  methods  for  learning,  retaining  and 
practicing  the  cantillations.  This  class  boosts  students’  confidence 
and  gives  them  a  leg  up  on  beginning  their  Haftarah  cantillation 
lessons  in  Vav. 

All  our  students  become  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  within  a  year  or  two 
of  beginning  the  Vav  grade,  and  the  curriculum  for  Vav  (and  the 
following  Zayin  year)  is  designed  to  support  this  important  time  in 
their  lives.  Students  complete  learning  the  Kabbalat  Shabbat  and 
Shabbat  Shacharit  services.  As  in  the  previous  year,  students  study 
Hebrew  language  in  sections,  using  “Ivrit  Esreh” as  the  instructional 
text,  with  a  focus  on  conversational  Hebrew. 

My  faculty  and  I  are  all  looking  forward  to  a  most  productive 
year  with  our  new  Hebrew  program.  I  am  confident  that  your 
children  will  be  learning  by  leaps  and  bounds,  and  hopefully  in  the 
process  they  will  be  able  to  teach  you  some  more  Hebrew  as  well!

village  named  Seraye — -the  birthplace  of  his 
father.  Reprinted  in  the  Reconstructionist,  it 
was  used  as  the  basis  of  many  talks  advocat¬ 
ing  for  the  plight  of  the  refugees.  Sadly,  even 
an  impassioned  plea  from  Milton  Steinberg 
to  Eleanor  Roosevelt  brought  a  disappoint¬ 
ing  response. 

EFFORTS  TO  ESTABLISH  A  JEWISH  STATE 
Milton  Steinberg  was  sympathetic  toward 
the  situation  of  the  Palestinian  Arabs. 
However,  he  put  the  plight  of  the  refugees 
and  demands  for  their  freedom  and  justice 
above  the  demands  for  a  state.  Moreover,  he 
was  saddened  at  the  reversal  of  the  British  in 
their  support  for  a  two-state  solution,  and  at 
the  lack  of  U.S.  governmental  support. 

Noveck  reports  that  the  declaration  of 
the  State  of  Israel  by  David  Ben-Gurion  was 
“ecstatic  and  breathtaking — the  fulfillment 
of  a  millennial  dream.”  On  Rosh  Hashanah 
of  1948,  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg  spoke  of 
this  “latter  day  miracle.”  He  combined 
themes  of  the  struggle  for  social  justice 
that  has  involved  so  many  peoples  of  the 
world,  in  addition  to  Jews,  with  faith  in 
God — “that  over  nature,  over  man,  and  over 
human  affairs,  spirit  reigns  supreme,  that 
God  is  King.” 

The  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
state  of  Israel  became  a  day  of  celebration  at 
P.A.S.  and  elsewhere;  and  the  60th  anniver¬ 
sary  will  be  marked  here  on  Sunday,  May  4, 
2008  with  a  gala  street  fair.
